Police patrolled blocked-off 
downtown sections through the 
night to prevent looting of stores 
damaged by the two major quakes 
and dozens of aftershocks. 

The dead are Mrs. Edna Led- 
better, 26 years old, of nearby 
McFarland, who was caught under 
the collapsing roof of a store in 
which she was shopping, and 
George Patman Cozby, 67, a 
Southern Pacific railroad engine- 
man of Bakersfield. He was

A hundred and six city blocks 
in the business districts of Bakers- 
field and East Bakersfield, hard- 
est hit by the quake, were roped 
off. Hardly a business block in 
the city of 50,000 population 
escaped damage. 

City Manager C. Leland Gunn 
declared Bakersfield a disaster 
area and proclaimed a state of 
emergency. The County Board of 
Supervisors put all county de- 
partments on an emergency basis 
and arranged for county offices 
to be transferred from the court- 
house, already damaged in the 
July 21 quake, to tents on a near- 
by parking lot. 

Cornices and Walls Fall. 

Brick and metal cornices top- 
pled from many business build- 
ings, and the walls of other 
crashed down into the streets or 
onto nearby structures. 

At least four churches, some of 
them already damaged in the July 
quake, suffered from yesterday’s 


Catholic Church, built nearly 50 
years ago, were cracked, The 
brick front of the Presbyterian 
Church, even older, fell into the 
street.

United States embassy in Moscow 
soon may be housed in a new 10- 


story building, a mile and a half 
from the Kremlin.

Expert Thinks Expansion of ‘Hate America’ 


Campaign Is Being Planned in Current

TOKYO, * Aug. 23 (AP)—An 


authoritative Japanese expert on 
Communist tactics today predict- 
ed the Reds will open a series of 
guerrilla terror raids in Japan 
this fall, designed to discredit the 
United States and lure more Jap- 
anese to the Red camp.

Transactions between Knetzer 
and Grant, who was fired by 
President Truman, have been 
under federal investigation since 
Knetzer walked out of jail here 
last June 17 with the aid of a 
bogus deputy marsha]. 


Similar Pay-Off Story. 


Knetzer, who surrendered to 
federal authorities at Milwaukee 
July 23, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in his cell there that he 
had paid $140,000 to a federal of- 
ficial in return for freedom to 
roam the country in quest of 
money to pay creditors, with the 
understanding that the systematic 
payoffs were to be split 50-50 
with another man whom he 
named. 


He said he would “welcome” 
opportunity to tell his story to a 
grand jury. Subsequently he ad- 
mitted that he told false tales 
of buried treasure to dupe credi- 
tors and lure other lenders. 

On conclusion. of his direct 
testimony, Judge Briggle ~ ques- 
tioned McHugh concerning cir- 
cumstances of Knetzer meeting 
Herald-American reporters at 
Omaha, Neb., several days prior 
|to his official surrender in Mil- 
| waukee, 
| “Why didn’t you deliver him to 
|the FBI in Omaha?” Judge Brig- 
| gle asked. 
| McHugh replied he had orders 


from his superiors to bring Knet- 
'zer to Milwaukee. 


| “In other words,” Judge Briggle 
rejoined, “you were concealing 
_Knetzer from officers of the law 


for several days.” 


Reporter Criticized. 


| McHugh replied he was told 
by a superior that the United 
States Attorney General was noti- 
fied immediately when Knetzer 
met him in Omaha. Later, when 
G. William Horsley, attorney for 
the trustee in bankruptcy, asked 
for McHugh’s opinions on whether 
Knetzer was a “pathological liar” 
or if he understood there was no 
irregularity -in his. trips with 
Grant, the judge interrupted and 
said he did not care to hear the 
reporter’s opinion. 

“He published _ sensational 
stories knowing they were not en- 
tirely true,” Judge Briggle de- 
clared. 

The fund-raising expeditions 
from jail by Knetzer and Grant 
were authorized by Judge Briggle 
under an arrangement whereby 
Knetzer was to pay Grant’s ex-

Judge Briggle subsequently 
stated he had learned that Grant 
did not always do so, remaining 
at his home at Pekin, while 
Knetzer reported by telephone. 


Grant Repeats Denial. 


After his dismissal last June 
for alleged undisclosed irregu- 
larities, Grant denied receiving 
any funds other than expenses 
from Knetzer. He repeated his 
denial today, describing Knetzer’s 
alleged story as “a complete 
falsehood.” 

Knetzer, a former convict who 
served at Sing Sing for armed 
robbery, was sentenced by Judge 
Briggle to an indefinite term for 
contempt because of failure to 
surrender $250,000 in hidden 
assets. He has been indicted on 
charges of concealment of assets 
and interstate transportation of 
money obtained by fraud and 
perjury. 

Trial of the concealment charge 
was set for Nov. 3 yesterday in 
a separate hearing before United 
States District Judge Caspar 
Platt of Danville. Judge Platt will 
preside at the trial because of a 
change of venue granted by Judge 
Briggle.

Over-all, the federal budget remains one of 
the thorniest problems that will face a new 
Administration next January. Anyway you slice 
it, a 10-billion-dollar deficit is a powerful infla- 
tionary force, Eliminating or reducing it a 
raising taxes and without impairing essential se- 
curity outlays is going to be a much tougher nut 
to crack than the bland promises of presidential 
candidates on both sides would indicate. 


And the size of the budget is not by any 
means the only problem. Even greater, perhaps, 
is the question of how to slow down the merry- 
go-round if circumstances make it possible. Huge 
military expenditures now support a boom econ- 
omy; the boom supports high taxes, and high 
taxes support most of the military outlay. 


If and when circumstances make possible a 
reduction of the arms burden, as everybody 
hopes may happen during the next four years, 
the question will be how to reach a new balance, 
of the budget and of the economy, without slid- 
ing into depression. Staying on the plateau 
may not be half so neat a trick as getting down 
without a painful fall. 
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Zoning Blunder 

The General Council on Civic Needs has 
called attention to a most questionable piece of 
legislative sleight-of-hand that is in the works 
in the Board of Aldermen. Thanks to the Coun- 
cil none of the Aldermen ought to be tricked, 
for the facts are now out in the open. 

In April 1950 the Aldermen adopted a com- 
pletely new city-wide zoning ordinance. Among 
its provisions was one requiring that, in the 
event of proposed zoning changes, placards were 
to be posted at the end of each block where a 
change was under consideration. The placards 
were to notify property owners and others of 
the time and place of a public hearing on the 
matter. 

Since then, the Aldermen have passed 25 zon- 


_ing changes, at least half of which were of | the 


privately-supported spot-zoning variety. In every 
case, the requirement for the placing of placards 
was ignored. By ordinance, this duty falls on 
the clerk of the Board of Aldermen, Patrick 
Clifford, a Callanan appointee. 

Early this month, Alderman Alfred I. Harris 
introduced “by request” a bill to ratify and 
confirm each of these zoning changes. In effect, 
the bill attempts to legalize retroactively each 
of the 25 zoning bills that were approved with- 
out proper notice having been given, What kind 
of business is this? 

The Council argues that each of the changes 
will have to be re-introduced and proper notice 
given. Certainly the Harris bill ought not to get 
out of committee. But many St. Louisans might 
like to know why Mr. Clifford overlooked his 
duty, who discovered the oversight, and who 
asked Alderman Harris to introduce the bill.

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A Long-Range Farm Policy 

Gen. Eisenhower has come out in favor of 
the present farm price support law, and Gov. 
Stevenson has dismissed the Brannan plan as 
obsolete. Until further notice, this seems to put 
both candidates pretty close together on farm 
policy. We presume that both recognize, how- 
ever, that a more detailed exposition of their 
views is imperative. 

The present farm price support law is a make- 
shift, a temporary extension of wartime legisla- 
lion which may not prove suitable in the long 
run for permanent peacetime use. 

The law provides that the Government shall 

support the prices of basic crops at not less than 
90 per cent of parity for the next two crop years. 
After that, in theory, the level of support would 
become flexible, going up in times of scarcity 
and down in times of plenty. But whether we 
ever revert to flexible supports once the present 
emergency is passed is still subject to congres- 
sional decision. The Democrats in their platform 
went far toward indorsing 90 per cent parity as 
a permanent policy. 
» The subject on which both candidates have 
a duty to spell out their views is not the tem- 
porary extension of high and rigid supports, but 
the underlying principles of a permanent peace- 
time farm policy. 

That farm income should be protected against 
catastrophic declines may be considered as an 
established principle. But how? And_ protected 
how much? Should the prices of basic’ crops be 
pegged at a fixed level regardless of the state 
of supply and demand? Assuming that support 
of farm income requires some form of. subsidy, 
should the subsidy be open or concealed?

A Job With Children 

It is good to hear that an administrator will 
soon be appointed for the Board of Children’s 
Guardians. We hope that the appointment, when 
it is announced, proves to be that of a person 
trained and experienced in children’s agency 
ial 

There is unquestionably a case of sorts to be 
made for the viewpoint that the Board’s execu- 
tive should be a business man: It is a viewpoint 
which would especially appeal to anyone 
whose affairs are those of business, or who be- 
lieves the conduct of public affairs should be 
made more businesslike. But the Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians is a business which does not 


exist solely or even primarily for financial rea-. 


sons. Its compelling purpose is to do the best 
that is possible for the 1000 or more children 
who look to it. | 

The nature of his job will be such that only an 
individual specially trained in this very special 
kind of work could perform it well. To quote 
from the report which the Child Welfare League 
of America made in its study of the Board of 
Children’s Guardians: 


This agency needs an over-all executive 
director to co-ordinate the programs, to ar- 
range for the centralization or pooling of 
certain services which would be utilized by 
all the programs, to direct the staff, to or- 
ganize the services most effectively for chil- 
dren, to oversee and supervise expenditures, 
to identify matters requiring policy or re- 
visions, and to utilize the services of other 
city departments and other resources effec- 
tively. Such an executive should have had 
professional training in social work and. sub- 
stantial experience, including administrative 
experience, in child welfare agencies, prefer- 
ably in both child-placing and institutional 
programs. 


No useful purpose would be served in spend- 
{ing the money appropriated to the board, re- 
gardiess of how businesslike the procedure 
seemed to be, unless constructive results were 
obtained in the lives of the children themselves. 
It will be best spent if it is spent with the best 
professional competence. 
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Ex-King Farouk and the 10 Eggs 


Ex-King Farouk of Egypt said something the 
other morning which we can only look upon as 
very puzzling. (Farouk, now known as Prince 
Farouk, is a monarch on the lam, and if he wants 
to say something puzzling he is probably entitled 
to, conditions being what they are. Nevertheless, 
it’s still puzzling.) His Recent Highness had just 
consumed five eggs soft-boiled for 314 minutes, 
and called for five more. Then he said, “I like 
eggs.” 

Why should a man who has just eaten five 
eggs, and has every intention of making away 
with five more, feel called upon to affirm that 
he likes eggs? Perhaps Farouk eats so many of 
everything else that only 10 eggs is tantamount 
to passing them up, and he feels obliged to deny 
that he is subtly derogating the dish. Or maybe 
he is exercising himself in mastery of the art of 
expounding the obvious—an art which seems to 
yield a good livelihood to quite a few people, so 
why not an ex-King? 

If Farouk had been eating his eggs, not on 
the Isle of Capri, but the Isle of Manhattan, his 
remark might be interpreted as a piece of in- 
sidious Democratic propaganda—a delicate sug- 
gestion that he did not like what most people 
like these days who begin their remark with “I 
like - - - ,” and preferred, in fact, soft-boiled 
eggs. On the other hand, he might have felt 
simply that someone would infer that he was 
eating so many eggs because he thought they 
were good for his health, and to heck with that. 
He was eating them-because he liked them. 

Amidst this welter of possibilities, we are un- 
able to decide. Much as we like eggs ourselves, 
we simply cannot guess what His Former Ma- 
jesty was driving at. 
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Dove Over the Levant? 


Israel has chosen a good time for a friendly 
gesture toward Egypt, the chief power in the 
anti-Israeli Arab League. Both Prime Minister 
David Ben-Gurion and Foreign Minister Moshe 
Sharett seized the occasion of the debate on 
lengthening compulsory service in the Israeli 
army from two to two-and-a-half years to ex- 
tend an olive branch. 

It is just possible that Gen. Naguib, busy as 
he is in shaping a regime to replace that of the 
departed King Farouk, might welcome a chance 
to better the relations between the two nations. 
After all, that would be one big responsibility 
off his shoulders. 

Memories of the Israeli-Arab war, however, 
are still fresh in the Levant. They cannot very 
well die down while more than 800,000 Arab 
refugees remain unsettled. And there is no point 
in overlooking the fact that Egypt is asking the 
Western powers for more arms while Israel also 
is building up its forces. A new clash in this 
part of the world, however, would be to no- 
body’s advantage. 7 

Maybe now that Gen. Naguib is making a 
fresh start on so many other fronts he may also 
undercut the influence of the fanatics who have 
made anti-Jewish agitation their settled policy. 
If so, he should be helped by a new friendliness 
in Tel Aviv. 
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Kefauver and Stevenson 
Shortly after his nomination Adlai Stevenson 
laid down the very sound rule that he would not 
discuss cabinet appointments before the election. 


Now Senator Estes Kefauver is quoted by the 
Chattanooga Times as saying that he has dis- 
cussed with Gov. Stevenson the possibility of 
the senator’s appointment as attorney general. 


If Senator Kefauver has been quoted right, 
his statement could mean several things. It could 
mean that the senator informed the Democratic 
nominee, in commenting on rumors, that he 
was not interested in a cabinet office. Or it 
could mean that Gov. Stevenson, who is reported 
to be under pressure to make some gesture 
toward his principal rival for the nomination, 
had inquired whether Senator Kefauver would 
be interested in such an appointment. 


It is important that the country should-know 
exactly what the true story is. Pre-election prom- 
ises of cabinet posts smack too much of barter- 
ing for votes and support to be characteristic 
of Gov. Stevenson as he has revealed himself 
thus far. Yet here we have Senator Kefauver 
giving the strong impression, though not actual- 
ly saying, that just such an offer has been made. 

What are the facts? The governor and the sen- 
ator owe the country clarification. .

Except for national prohibition, with its 
grimacing generation of statesmen who 
“voted dry and drank wet,” no other po- 
litical issue of our times has brought out 
more false faces, weasel words, dema- 
goguery and intolerance than that of so- 
called civil rights. 


Nothing else has so tempted both par- 
ties, their platform writers and their 
spokesmen to neglect principles for the 
practical point of vote-catching. The re- 


sult is an abuse of hopes and fears. It is. 


a coddling of preju- 
dice on both sides. 
Sometimes the 
prejudice is suspici- 
ously phony, as when 
a Harlem politician 
who lives by votes 
and rabble-rousing, 
beats the tom-toms 
against the Demo- 
cratic vice-presiden- 
tialcandidate be- 
cause, though a not- 
able progressive, he 
is from Alabama. 
Sometimes the 
prejudice is ingrain- 
ed, as when the 
South Carolina Democratic convention, 
though agreeing to put Stevenson and 
Sparkman on the ticket, explodes in pro- 
testing.oratory of white-supremacy strain. 


Whether civil rights accurately means 
a right in our economic system to have 
equal and enforceable claim on jobs and 
classifications is a fine question, though 
we are not inclined to dispute it or to 
labor it here. 

Through fear, through demagogic intent 
to stir passion ‘for or against, through cal- 
culated pressure to seize advantage—what- 
ever the reason, the whole issue of civil 
rights has been reduced for political pur- 
poses to the single question of & law on 
fair employment. practices; in short, a com- 
pulsory FEPC, 


For rabble-rousers of both sides it is a 
very valuable issue. It is good for an in- 
flammatory and intimidating utterance any 
day. It gives Adam Clayton Powell or Vito 
Marcantonio or even Senator Lehman the 
chance to throw his weight around in New 
York; and at the other extreme, Gov. 
Byrnes to do the same in South Carolina. 


As an issue it is kept passionately alive, 
bringing shudders to platform writers at 
national conventions and cautiously unctu- 
ous words to the lips of presidential can- 
didates. 

The most destructive force in politics

today is kept alive though reasonable men 
are aware that the passage of a compul- 
‘sory FEPC law is most improbable in the 
first place, and that even if passed it 
would be practically impossible of admin- 
istration and enforcement. 

The FEPC set up in 1942 by President 
Roosevelt was something else—a part of 
the mobilization of the nation’s labor force 
for war production, and a move for the 
best use of manpower. A compulsory 
FEPC in peacetime, aimed at settling ques- 
tions which are all but impossible of an- 
swering—questions like the presence or 


absence of prejudice in an employer's ac- 


tions — would impose a staggering task 
upon the Federal Government. 


It would mean ventures into a kind of 
thought-control, or thought-determination, 


that many a well-meaning champion of an’ 


FEPC seems not to have considered. 


On the surface the idea has a swift and 
facile appeal to social consciousness and 
democracy. When it comes to practical ap- 
plication, the problems become uncount- 
able. When it comes to the moral point 
of inquisitions set up, of force imposed on 
private aetion, they multiply. 

Neither platform is more than a thing 
of vague words on this point. What do 
these words mean? In their obscurity and 
their possibility of justifying almost any- 
thing that is done or not done, they mean 
that pressures have made our political 
parties compromise truth and reality. 

This is why a group of Negro leaders, 
headed by a venerable bishop, visited Gen. 
Eisenhower in Denver last week, and a 
little later an inquiring party of Missis- 
sippi Dixiecrats dropped in on him; and 
both apparently liked what they heard. 


At the same time, another Mississippi 
delegation talked with Gov. Stevenson at 
Springfield, naturally mentioned the sub- 
ject of the civil-rights plank, and went 
away as if satisfied. The stature of no per- 
son or no party is enhanced by this kind 
of tiptoe skirting of “yes” and “no” to ar- 
rive at “maybe.” : 

All this is not to say that the issue of 
civil rights and its extension to a compul- 
sory FEPC has no place in political discus- 
sion. It has. Whatever the subject, people 
may talk about it and make it the basis of 
a petition for “redress of. grievances.” 

It does not matter whether the griev- 
ances are real or fancied, whether they 
can or cannot be redressed. It is the abuse 
of the issue, the exploitation of racial as- 
piration on one hand and racial prejudice 
- the other, that becomes the dangerous 
thing. 


John L. Lewis’ Memorial Week

In so far as the United Mine Workers’ 
“memorial period” is designed to direct 
attention to the continued needless slaugh- 
ter of men in the mines it will have nation- 
wide sympathy. In suddenly ordering a 
stoppage of work from Aug. 23 to Sept. 1, 
John L. Lewis reported 334 deaths and 
20,000 injuries to miners since last Dec. 23. 
These appalling losses must be viewed 
from the background of 37,387 “uncor- 
rected violations”’—to use Mr. Lewis’ fig- 
ure—of the Federal Mining Code. 

The miners are well aware of the fact 
that, while Congress passed a coal mine 
safety law, it denied the Bureau of Mines 


the funds needed for enforcement. Appar- - 


ently they also have some hope that oper- 
ators will use the holiday period for cor- 
rection of dangerous conditions that have 
up to now been neglected. If a “memorial 
period” can thus help to reduce. the ex- 
treme hazards of coal mining, it will be a 
small price to pay. 

There are other factors, however, which 
enter into this five-day work stoppage. As 
we pointed out the other day when Mr. 
a. served notice that the contracts be- 
tween the operators and the UMW will 
terminate - 2 iyi i one 30, eae is an 
§4-day supply of coal above ground. 

The ers have often been working 


only three or four days a week. They can 
suspend the production of coal for a short 
period without any real loss to themselves, 
to the operators or to the country. With 
coal prices below the OPS ceiling because 
of the large supply on hand, the operators 
are not likely to be unhappy about the 
temporary suspension of production. 

What the negotiations for new contracts 
with the bituminous and anthracite opera- 
tors will bring is another matter. No doubt 
Mr. Lewis is taking advantage of the 
UMW’s right to proclaim a “memorial pe- 
riod” as part of his softening up maneu- 
vers. If a strike follows, there will be a 
smaller supply of coal on hand to keep 
the wheels of industry turning. 

The least that can be said is that this 
fresh demonstration of UMW strength and 
unity behind Mr. Lewis is a warning, if 
any were needed, that a tough struggle of 
intense national importance is in the mak- 
ing.

Villainless Muddling

Final- 
ly, in 1809, Lemen, recognized 
as'a Baptist minister, founded 
Bethel Church. 


Jefferson sent a personal con- 
tribution to help launch the 
church, whose articles of incor- 
poration took a strong stand 
against servitude, “denying com- 
munion with all persons holding 
the doctrine of perpetual, invol- 
untary, hereditary slavery.” 

The church prospered, and 
many of its members continued 
active participation in the fight 
against slavery, becoming mem- 
bers of the Illinois Anti-Slavery 
League. 

The present church building, 
erected in 1840, stands in open 
country two miles south of Col- 
linsville. The Rev. James Hicks 
Sr. has been minister since 1938.

LONDON, Aug. 23 (AP)—In- 
formed sources say Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden’s planned 
visit to Yugoslavia is intended to 
help bring that country into the 
western defense setup — particu- 
larly in co-operation with its 
neighbors, Turkey, Greece and 
and Italy. 

Eden will arrive in Belgrade 
Sept. 17 for a five-day conference 
with Premier Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz. It will be the first time since 
the’war that any member of the 


British cabinet has called on the 
Yugoslav leader. 

In preparation for this confer- 
ence, Eden first will go to Stras- 
bourg, France, to talk with the 
foreign ministers of Turkey, 
Greece and Italy who will be at- 
tending a session there of the 
Council of Europe’s ministerial 
committee. 

The British long have hoped for 
an alliance of the four countries 
to defend the Balkans against the 
Cominform threat from nearby 
Bulgaria, Romania, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia. 

Tito recently has shown himself 
ready to enter some sort of in- 
formal defense arrangement with 
his Gréek and Turkish neighbors, 
both of whom are members of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. 

But: a rankling feud over: the 
future of the Free Territory of 
Trieste has prevented moves to- 
ward a similar understanding be- 
tween Yugoslavia and Italy. Both 
nations lay claim to that Adriatic 
area, which lies between them, 
and have been unable to reach a 
compromise settlement. 

The London sources said the 
Trieste question will be high on 
the list ‘of topics Eden will- dis- 
cuss with Tito. British, American 
and French offiicals already have 
approached leaders of both Italy 
and Yugoslavia in an effort to 
convince them they must reach 
some kind of accord so that West- 
ern defense plans can be com- 
pleted. 

The foreign secretary also plans 
to travel to New York in October 
to attend the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly. 
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First Interview in Three 
Years With Big Three 
Representative — Re- 
quested by Paris, 


MOSCOW, Aug. 23 (AP) — 
rime Minister Joseph Stalin re- 
ceived French Ambassador Louis 
Joxe last night—the first time 
in more than three years that 
the Soviet leader has erat, an 
interview to an envoy of a’ Big 
Three Western power. 

The official announcement of 
the meeting gave no indication 
of subjects discussed. A French 
Embassy spokesman described 
the visit as a ‘ call” and 
said Joxe would have no further 
comment. The meeting lasted 
20 minutes. Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky sat in on the 
conversation. 


Other Western diplomatic 
sources here said Joxe had asked 
Vishinsky for the interview with 
Stalin. It was understoed that 
the ambassador was acting on 
instructions from his government. 

The announcement of the meet- 
ing appeared on the front pages 
of all important Moscow news- 
papers. 

Joxe is the fourth foreigner 
received by Stalin this year and 
the third he has seen in the last 
two months. In April he received 
Sir Sarvapalli Radhakrishnan, 
then retiring Indian ambassador 
to Moscow. Last month he saw 
Pietro Nenni, Italian socialist 
party leader, and last Wednesday 
he received Red China’s premier 
and foreign minister, Chou En-lai. 


Afghanistan Ambassador Sultan 
Ahmed Khan reported he dis- 
cussed with Vishinsky last night 
the work of American specialists 
in a United Nations mission as- 
signed to aid his country. 

The Afghan envoy did not say 
whether the question of the 
American experts was the reason 
for his visit to the foreign minis- 
try or whether the subject merely 
came up during the talks. Ahmed 
Khan returned to Moscow 
Wednesday after a short leave. 

Moscow newspapers published 
a dispatch quoting newspaper 
reports in Kabul, the Afghan capi- 
tal, as saying the Americans ac- 
companied by Afghan experts 
visited the northern part of the 
country on the pretext of inspect- 
ing spring waters. 

The story was headlined: “Sus- 
picious activity of American Spe- 
cialists in Afghanistan.”

If there was, there is nothing 
in me that gives me a chance 
to recognize true Americanism 
when I see it. You people may 
know someone throughout life; 
I knew him through the dra- 
matic years of war, and I saw 
nothing in his whole record 
that testifies that he was self- 
seeking or not devoting himself 
completely to his country’s 
service. 

Q. That is what makes that 
confusing to us. Here is Senator 
McCarthy who launched this ter- 
rific blast at Gen. Marshall. The 
one who used words about Gen. 
Marshall—here you are right up 
against a proposition: Are you go- 
ing to support for the United 
States Senate someone who said 
that George Marshall was a trai- 
tor? 

A. This is a two-party system, 
and you have got to have single- 
party authority in Washington. 
You have got to talk to people— 
maybe you are going to have to 
reason with them—and lead them 
into other lines of thinking. You 
have to talk with some of the 
members in the party you work 
with. I would certainly not allow 
any of you people to think that 
I am posing as-living on such a 
high plane that I can judge 
everybody. 

There are certain things that 
stand out. There are some things 
that I will not support. I do sup- 
port the uprooting of subversion, 
I think that conditions were seri- 
ous enough so that serious meas- 
ures were necessary, but un- 
American methods, as far as I am 
concerned, are never justified. 

I realize that this takes a lot of 
soul-searching, but I think that 
if this country sends a member of 
one party to the White House, it 
is only logical that the Legisla- 
ture should be of that same party. 
As you know, some of these con- 
tests in the Senate are bound to 
be close, and how are you going 
to organize unless you have a 
maximum number of Republicans. 
For that reason, I have to accept 
the decisions of the voters of a 
state, as much as I can. 


Q. Will you oppose Senator Mc- 
Carthy if you go to Washington? 
A. I don’t know; I haven’t gone 
yet. , 

Q. General, will you appear, if 
you go to Wisconsin, on the same 
platform with Senator McCarthy? 
A. I haven’t any idea. You peo- 
ple expect me to know in detail 
what I am going to do. I certain- 
ly am not trying to conceal any- 
thing from you, but appearing on 
the same platform with somebody 
does not seem to me, in itself, to 
be such a heinous crime.

On Public Health.

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


as proof of the circumstances 

of birth has increased rapid- 
ly, both for social and legal pur- 
poses, with the growing complexi- 
ties of our modern way of life. 
The importance of possessing a 
birth certificate is particularly 
emphasized at this time, because 
some 18,000 children will require 
proof of the date of birth within 
the next week in order that they 
may enter school for the first 
time, 


Ts use-of a birth certificate 


Because of the importance of 


the birth certificate in later life, 
parents should be sure that their 
baby’s birth is promptly filed and 
that the information contained on 
the record is accurate and com- 
plete. Some of the needs for 
such documentary proof are: 

Proof of Date of Birth: For 
entrance to school; for first work 
permit; for automobile license; 
for right to vote; for right to 
marry; for right to enter Civil 
Service; for entering military 
service; for social security bene- 
fits to blind, dependent children, 
and the aged. 

Proof of Fact of Birth: For 
proving parentage: for inherit- 
ance of property; for settlement 
of insurance; for legal depend- 
ency; for establishing identity: 
for tracing ancestry for child 
health programs. 

Proof of Place of Birth: For 
passports for immigration and 
emigration for establishing citi- 
zenship. 

The laws of every state -.in the 
country provide for the perma- 
nent filing of all original birth 
certificates in order that the in- 
dividual concerned can at any 
future date, obtain proof of the 
pertinent facts of his birth. If 
you were born in St Louis a 
certified copy of your birth cer- 
tificate can be obtained from the 
St. Louis Health Division, Bu- 
reau of Vital Statistics, Room 10, 
Municipal Courts Building. The 
cost is 50 cents for those born 
after 1910, and $1 for certificates 
filed prior to that time. If your 
birth is not on file trained per- 
sonnel in the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics of the Health Division 
can advise you as to the proper 
procedure for obtaining this very 


necessary document.

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Your Food Problems 
U.S.-Made Swiss Cheese 


By Edith M. Barber

IN MONROE, 


N the opinion of many epicures, 

there is no finer cheese than 

the type that is generally known 
as “Swiss.” So delicate and yet 
so individual in flavor, with a cer- 
tain sweetness and nuttiness that 
helps to give it individuality. 

This type of cheese unlike any 
other is distinguished by “eyes” 
or holes. They are the natural 
product of a process that is re- 
sponsible for both the flavor and 
texture. It was developed in that 
mountainous country of Switzer- 
land from which still comes the 
Emmenthaler cheese so highly 
considered. Out in Wisconsin, 
however, in Green county, where 
a colony of Swiss settled about 
100 years ago, the industry is in 
the hands of the descendants of 
the first settlers. They are ex- 
perts and this cheese could not be 
successfully produced without the 
methods that have been handed 
down for generations.

this cheese has built a fine mod- 
ern factory that we saw in Monroe 
but it is operated by a co-opera- 
tive group of farmers who also 
operate many smaller factories. 
A skilled cheesemaker with many 
assistants, almost as expert as 
himself, is responsible for the 
results. 


The farmers. produce the milk 
to which, after pasteurization, the 
culture or starter is added. This 
is heated by steam in huge cop- 
per-lined kettles, and when the 
cheesemaker decides the curds 
are properly fitm, they are “net- 
ted” from the whey and pressed 
into four-foot hoops. During the 
brining, the wheels must be 
turned frequently to help form an 
outer crust. They are then al- 
lowed to ripen until the cheese- 
maker decides by thumping, that 
the eyes are properly developed. 
Then comes. further — curing. 
American Swiss cheese cured for 
a year or more has almost the 
same sweet flavor as does the im- 
ported cheese. 

Easy Swiss Cheese Sauce. 

Melt one-half pound grated 
Swiss cheese in double boiler over 
hot water. Stir in one-half cup 
dry white wine and stir until well 
blended. Serve with poached eggs 
or poached fish fillets. 

Baked Fondue, 

Two cups scalded milk, two 
cups square bread cubes, one tea- 
spoon salt, one tablespoon pre-

No one will quarrel with the 
paragraph: “Neither the jungle 
law of every man for himself nor 
the false theory that only Govern- 
ment has the wisdom to solve 
group problems is applicable to 
our life.” 

A little further on he says: 
“This means that, as a people and 
a government, we accept certain 
specific goals for all our people. 
Let me name some of them; they 
are part of our political creed; 
adequate security for old age (if 
I remember rightly this was be- 
gun under a Democratic tenet): 
equal treatment and opportunity 
for all, regardless of race, color 
or creed (this is not fully imple- 
mented, but the start toward mak- 
ing it a reality has been made 
during the past 20 years); improv- 
ing education; better housing; pro- 
tection of the right to earn and 
save; stability for an expanding 
agriculture.”

THESE LAST STATEMENTS 
could be made by a Democrat or 
a Republican. Eisenhower says 
these tenets should not be made 
political footballs; nevertheless it 
is historically interesting to dis- 
cover what political party is really 
responsible not for talking about 
these things but for actually be- 
ginning to get them done. 

Eisenhower says that the pres- 
ent Administration is just trying 
to have handed over to the Fed- 
eral Government the obligation to 
find all the answers to all the 
problems of government in order 
to enlarge bureaucracy, take away 
the initiative and incentive of the 
people, and allow us to sink in- 
to slavery.

How It Started

TO “SAVE ONE’S BACON,” 


“But as he ran to save his 
bacon, 

By hat and wig he was for- 
saken.” 

This littl quip by William 
Comb, the satirical poet of the 
early nineteenth century, illus- 
trates the sense of the old phrase, 
“To save one’s bacon.”. That is, 
the exercise of discretion rather 
than valor, of self-preservation in 
fleeing from danger. This is its 
current significance, and so it is 
on the record for the last 250 
years, since its first appearance 
im print in 1691 thus, “No, they'll 
conclude I do’t to save my Ba- 
con.” 

One of our readers suggests a 
different inference from these 
words, namely, that the “bacon” 
in this expression has the same 
significance as in the allusion to 
“bringing home the bacon.” Ac- 
cordingly, to “save one’s bacon” 
would imply fleeing or escaping 
with—in all seriousness—a prize 
or something in the nature of a 
prized possession. The corre- 
spondent bases this on the appear- 
ance of the expression in Bailey's 
Dictionary, published first in 
1721, in which the lexicographer 
defines “saving one’s bacon” as 
having “escaped with the prize.” 
However, familiarity with the old 
lexicographers, even with “that 
great man,” Samuel Johnson, is 
conducive to a not too rigid in- 
terpretation of any . particular 
definition, unless there is some- 
thing to sustain the terms in 
which the one in question ex- 
presses himself. In this case, the 
quotation preceding Bailey’s dic- 
tionary by three decades agrees 
with the general consensus of 
opinion about the — un- 
der discussion.

ALAMOGORDO, N.M., Aug.-22 | 
(AP)—Schoel officials yesterday 
announced the complete abolish- 
ment of segregation in schools 


. here and the hiring of the first 


Negro teacher ever to be placed 
- a regular New Mexico facul- 
y. 

The new teacher, Lawrence 
Pigford, who has taught in the 
Negro school in this town of 
6700 for several years, has been 
transferred to the regular fac- 
ulty. 

A graduate of Colorado State 
College at Greeley, Pigford holds 
Bachelor of Arts and Masters de- 
grees in mathematics. He has 
been assigned classes in Alama- 
gordo’s new high school building 
in mathematics and drawing. 

Negro students will be assigned 
to regular grade school classes 
when they return this fall, School 
Supt. Barney Caton said. 

New Mexico law provides that 
local schol boards may “in the 
best interest of the school, segre- 
gate for instruction children of 
African descent.” A number of 
New Mexico cities have used this 
law in establishing segregated 
#chools.
